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Jem Sultan Collection Donated to ANS 


The famous Jem Sultan Collection of 
Turkish coins has been donated to the 
American Numismatic Society by Olivia 
Garvey Lincoln. The original collection, 
well-known to specialists through its luxu- 
rious publication 20 years ago, includes 
4.489 coins, sealings, and medals, to 
which 1,112 coins and medals have been 
added by Mrs. Lincoln. Together with our 
previous holdings of Ottoman and Repub- 
lic of Turkey material, the ANS now has 
10,889 Turkish coins, medals, tokens, and 
paper money. This must be the largest and 
most representative Turkish numismatic 
collection outside Turkey itself, and con- 
stitutes a precious resource for scholars of 
Turkish history, art, and culture. 

This magnificent gift was arranged 
through the good offices of ANS Fellow 
Kenneth M. MacKenzie, a long-time vol- 
unteer worker on the Society’s Ottoman 
coins. MacKenzie consulted with Mrs. 
Lincoln and her husband George to build 
up the collection after their purchase, par- 
ticularly as regards gold coinage, and 
advised them when the time came to dis- 
pose of it. 

Along with the Turkish coins, Mrs. Lin- 
coln donated another collection of more 
than 7,000 coins of India and its neighbors 
from ancient times to the present. The lat- 
ter collection, which remains to be fully 
catalogued, will constitute an important 
addition to the Society’s 60,000 Indian 
coins, bringing many new varieties. 

MacKenzie travelled to wintry Lincoln, 
Nebraska, in late January to organize the 
collection and make a preliminary inven-

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tory. He was joined there by ANS Curator 
of Islamic Coins Dr. Michael L. Bates to 
complete the paperwork and pack the 
coins for shipment to the Society. The col- 
lection was brought to New York by U.S. 
Art, specialists in the transport of art 
objects. 

The Jem Sultan collection was. formed 
by William D. Holberton, who died in 
1995, and purchased by the Lincolns in the 
1970s. For some years it was on deposit in 
the Sheldon Art Museum in Lincoln where 
it was used for research and teaching 
under the supervision of the Rev. Iain G.C. 
Campbell. After he sold the collection, 
Holberton put together his two-volume 
catalogue of the collection, published 
under the nom de plume of Jem Sultan, 
Coins of the Ottoman Empire and the 
Turkish Republic: A Detailed Catalogue of 
the Jem Sultan Collection (Thousand 
Oaks, CA, 1977; now out of print). A 
brief biography of Holberton by MacKen- 
zie will be found in Numismatics Interna- 
tional Bulletin for September 1996, pp. 
200-2. 

The supplementary coins added by the 
Lincolns after their purchase of the origi- 
nal Jem Sultan collection include many 
rarities, and proportionately many more 
gold coins. About 150 zer-i mahbub gold 
coins acquired indirectly from the collec- 
tion of Samuel Lachman include most of 
those discussed in his 1977 ANS Museum 
Notes article “The Initial Letters on 
Ottoman Coins of the Eighteenth Centu- 
ry.” Also included with the collection is a 
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Jem Sultan continued 

“shipwreck hoard” of 369 Ottoman gold 
coins: the provenance and precise contents 
remain to be studied. 


The Ottoman Empire 


Jem Sultan was the son of the Ottoman 
sultan Muhammad II (1444-81). When his 
father died, rebels in Istanbul eliminated 
the wazir and put Jem’s brother Bayezid II 
on the throne, but Jem, then a provincial 
governor, nevertheless claimed the sul- 
tanate he had expected to receive and took 
control of Bursa where silver aqches with 
his name were issued. These are among 
the rarest of all Ottoman coins. Although 
Jem lost the brief war for the sultanate in 
1481, he escaped and maintained his claim 
from exile, finding sanctuary with the 
Mamluks of Egypt, the Knights of St. John 
of Rhodes, and the Pope in Rome, who 
hoped to use him as figurehead for a cru- 
sade against the Ottomans. He was final- 
ly turned over to Charles VIII of France 
and died in his custody in 1495.

The Ottoman dynasty takes its name 
from the first prince (they acquired the 
grander title sultan later) ‘Uthman, whose 
name has been distorted in various lan- 
guages as Osman and the like, leading to 
Ottoman in English. Their coinage begins 
in the reign of the second prince Urkhan 
(in modern Turkish Orhan), who ruled 
from 1324 to 1362 in western Anatolia 
with his capital at Bursa at the southeast- 
ern corner of the Sea of Marmora. His 
coinage, like that of other princes of the 
region, consisted of silver agches (“little 
whites,” small coins descended from the 
Ikhan dirham) and copper manghirs 
(“coppers”). Both these moneys contin- 
ued to be the bulk of Ottoman coinage 
until the seventeenth century. In 1453, the 
Ottoman Turks took Constantinople, and 
in 1477 their mint there began the issue of 
the gold altin (“gold coin”), with the same 
weight and fineness as the Mamluk ashrafi 
and the Venetian ducat. The altin formed 
the third element of the coinage, surviving 
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with its full weight and purity until the 
nineteenth century. The aqche was the 
mainstay of the system, but in the seven- 
teenth century its debasement began, lead- 
ing the sultan Sulayman II, in 1687, to 
introduce a large silver coin like the dol- 
lars of Europe which was called ghurush 
(modern orthography kurus), a transcrip- 
tion of the German groschen. In Arabic 
this word became girsh or ‘irsh, a denom- 
ination still in use today; in European lan- 
guages the coins were called piastres, 
from the Italian piastra meaning “slab.” 
This is another denomination name that 
has survived as a coin name into our own 
time. These large coins were manufac- 
tured with new man-powered mint 
machinery, the use of which was extended 
to other coins as well during the eighteenth 
century. It was hoped that good large 
Turkish silver coins would drive European 
dollars out of circulation in the empire, but 
this happened only in limited areas. In 
1844, the monetary system was regular- 
ized on the basis of a gold lira equivalent 
to 100 silver kurus. These coins remained 
stable until 1922. 

The Ottoman Empire at its greatest 
extent stretched from the frontier of 
Morocco around the Mediterranean and up 
to Budapest, and in the south to Aden and 
Basra. No empire of that size ever had a 
uniform centralized currency. Regional 
currencies, albeit with the name and offi- 
cial inscriptions of the sultans, were issued 
in eastern Anatolia along the Iranian fron- 
tier, in Iraq, in Egypt, in Libya, Tunis, and 
Algeria, and in Yemen. All these countries 
are well represented in the Jem Sultan col- 
lection and its supplements, as well as the 
coinage of the central lands in the Balkans 
and western Anatolia. The collection also 
includes a comprehensive array of the 
coins of the Turkish Republic beginning in 
1922. In the nineteenth century, the 
Empire began to issue medals, which are 
included in the Jem Sultan collection as 
well as European medals with Turkish 
subjects. 


The Indian Collection 


Little can be said about the approxi- 
mately 7,000 coins of India and its neigh- 
bors until the collection is unpacked and 
sorted. A quick survey before it was 
packed in Nebraska suggested that the col- 
lection is broadly representative of India’s 
coinage at all periods, with numerous 
examples of certain series that will be of

great use for specialist studies. Coins of 
Col. Biddulph, the well-known collector 
of the turn of the century, are included, to 
be added to those coins from his collection 
already in the ANS. Volunteer help in 
identifying, sorting, and organizing this 
Indian material is urgently needed. 

There is no silver lining without a cloud. 
To make the two Lincoln collections avail- 
able for study as soon as possible will take 
someone’s full-time work for at least a 
year. Ideally, perhaps funds can be found 
to support a temporary curatorial assistant 
for South Asian coins to see to the pro- 
cessing and integration of the new Indian 
collection, and maybe as well for a fellow 
or assistant to explore and publish the trea- 
sures of the unpublished material that has 
been added to the Jem Sultan collection. 
The help and advice of members with 
expertise in either field will be most wel- 
come.

Shaykh Hamad Fellowship 


The American Numismatic Society will 
offer the Shaykh Hamad Fellowship in 
Islamic Numismatics again in 1997-98, 
with the support of Shaykh Hamad Al- 
Thani of Qatar. The fellowship of $3,000 
is for practical training in museum work 
and research on Islamic coinage. The Fel- 
low will serve as assistant to Dr. Michael 
Bates, Curator of Islamic Coins at the 
Society (bates@amnumsoc.org), in rou- 
tine and advanced projects involving the 
identification, cataloging, labeling and 
arrangement of Islamic coins, and in other 
departmental tasks. The work can be part- 
ly in the student’s special area of interest. 
The work is best suited for students with 
some graduate-level training in medieval 
Near Eastern history or a related field, and 
with some knowledge of Arabic. Normal- 
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59 in 1933. Since then, most of it has 


resided in the Numismatic Collection of 


Yale University, which is currently closed 
to outside researchers. 

Professor Metcalf needed to examine 
the coins for his work on the first volume 
of the Corpus of Lusignan Coinage, which 
he is editing in conjunction with A.G. Pit- 
sillides. Volume 2 of the Corpus, covering 
the silver coinage from 1285 to 1382, has 
already been written by Metcalf and 
appeared last year as Cyprus Research 
Centre Texts and Studies of the History of 
Cyprus 21 (Nicosia, 1996). 

The Tripolis Hoard, with 850 deniers of 
the earliest Lusignan rulers of Cyprus, is 
the only extant find with a significant rep- 
resentation of the first issues, and hence 
indispensable to Metcalf’s study. Through 
the kind cooperation of Richard V. Szary, 
Head of the Department of Manuscripts 
and Archives of the Yale University 
Library, the hoard was placed on deposit 
with the ANS so that Metcalf could exam- 
ine and record the relevant pieces. The 
hoard will then return to the Yale collec- 
tion. While visiting the ANS to deliver the 
hoard, Szary consulted with members of 
the Society’s staff as part of the formula- 
tion of plans for the future of the Yale 
Numismatic Collection.

FINKE RECEIVES SALTUS AWARD 


At a special meeting on February 15 at 
the Society's Audubon Terrace Headquar- 
ters, Leonda Finke received the J. Sanford 
Saltus Award for Signal Achievement in 
the Art of the Medal. Finke has been an 
Associate Member of the ANS since 1990, 
but has been visiting Audubon Terrace 
since her youth, when she marveled at the 
monumental sculpture by Anna Hyatt 
Huntington in the sculpture garden of the 
Hispanic Society of America. This long 
association is recalled in the Saltus Cita- 
tion to Finke read at the meeting: 

“The medal, possibly more any other 
form of sculpture, offers a distinctive 
medium for emotional expression, with its 
intimate scale and demand for personal 
involvement from the viewer. No contem- 
porary American medalist, and few any- 
where in the history of the medium, has 
explored the expressive potentials of the 
medal more powerfully than Leonda 
Finke. 

“Finke has long been known for her 
larger-than-life figures of women, evoca- 
tive statues which grace the gardens of 
public spaces, corporate parks, and private 
homes. Those who are familiar with the 
breadth of her medallic achievement may 
find it difficult to realize that she turned to 
this medium barely a decade ago, in 1986. 
Her commissions for medals have includ- 
ed issues of the Society of Medalists, the 
British Art Medal Society, Albert Einstein 
College of Medicine, and the Royal Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra, London. 

“Tt is, however, in those medals which 
she has made on her own initiative, with- 
out commission, that Finke’s art achieves 
its greatest force. Her 1987 medal Sur- 
vivors realizes its dramatic effect with 
barbs of wire shooting through the medal 
without losing its focus on the subject, 
whose survival emerges as heroic yet hor- 
rible. Her 1989 portrait of Virginia Woolf 
is One of a series of medals to honor his- 
toric women with a perceptive portrait on 
the obverse and a symbolic evocation on 
the reverse, in this case the image of A 
Room of One’s Own, Woolf’s prescription 
for self-fulfillment. The dagger of 
Clytemnestra frames Finke’s dramatic 
1991 portrait of Martha Graham, shown 
dancing the part of the avenging Myce- 
naean on the reverse.

titled In Praise of Life Drawing, whose 
distinct character from her other medals 
mirrors the complex interplay of drawing 
and sculpture which she explored at her 
lecture-demonstration at the 1992 London 
FIDEM Congress. The Budapest FIDEM 
exhibit of 1994 was the venue for the pre- 
miere of Finke’s dramatically moving 
series Medal of Dishonor, Worldwide, 
which included the pieces entitled Rape- 
Companion of War and Famine-Hunger. 





With her 1995 medal Hannah, Her Despair 
/ Her Desire, Leonda Finke has produced a 
contemplative work which is at once per- 
sonal and universal. 

“As a young girl growing up in Wash- 
ington Heights, Leonda Finke drew her 
earliest artistic inspiration from the heroic 
sculpture of Anna Hyatt Huntington on 
Audubon Terrace. In the intervening years 
she has built a career which has estab- 
lished her as Huntington’s successor in 
both monumental and medallic sculpture. 
It is therefore fitting that we welcome 
Leonda Finke back to Audubon Terrace as 
the 1997 recipient of the American Numis- 
matic Society's J. Sanford Saltus Award 
for Signal Achievement in the Art of the 
Medal.” 


Medal Exhibits In East Hall 


Two exhibits opened in the Society’s 
East Exhibit Hall on February 15, to con- 
tinue on view through April 13. 

The first shows the work of this year’s 
Saltus Award recipient, Leonda Finke. 
Entitled “Leonda Finke, A Retrospective,” 
the exhibit features a selection of the 
sculptor’s medallic work, both commis- 
sioned and personal, mainly on loan from 
the artist’s collection. Finke’s life-size and 
monumental sculpture are recalled with

photographs of pieces in their outdoor 
sites. A special case features examples of 
the artist's highly successful small-scale 
figurative sculpture, also on loan from her 
collection. 

The other exhibit presents “American 
Women Medallists,” and features exam- 
ples from the Society’s collection and 
works on loan from a number of contem- 
porary artists. The exhibit begins with the 
work of Lea Ahlborn, Chief Engraver of 
the Swedish Mint in the late nineteenth 
century, and author of a number of Amer- 
ican medals, including three of the earliest 
medals issued by the American Numis- 
matic Society. The exhibit then features 
the medallic work of women sculptors 
who worked on the 1893 Columbian 
World’s Exposition, and of Laura Gardin 
Fraser, the first woman to design a United 
States coin. The show continues through 
the twentieth century, and ends with a 
sample of the work of women who partic- 
ipated in the U.S.A. exhibit at the 1996 
FIDEM biennial exhibition of medallic art 
in Neuchatel, Switzerland, last summer.

11, at 10:30 A.M. in 1265 Schneider Hall, 
WMU. The first speaker will be Josyea 
Maryiaa Cruxent, of the Universidad Fran- 
cisco de Miranda, Venezuela, who will 
speak on “La Isabela: The Site Excava- 
tions.”

Elizabeth Shapiro Pefia 
to Deliver 1997 Stack 
Memorial Lecture 


As has been true since 1992, the Stack 
Memorial Lecture will be devoted to a 
topic in the numismatic history of the 
Western hemisphere with emphasis on the 
British North American plantations before 
1783 and/or the United States. The 1997 
program will be delivered on Saturday, 
April 12, 1997 at 3:00 P.M. by Dr. Eliza- 
beth Shapiro Pena. The title of her lecture 
is, “Wampum Production in New Nether- 
land and Colonial New York.” 

Dr. Pena obtained a B.A. with high hon- 
ors from the University of Michigan; 
majoring in Classical Archaeology. She 
then did graduate work in the Department 
of Archaeology of Boston University, 
where she received a Ph.D. writing her 
doctoral dissertation on the historical and 
archaeological context of wampum pro- 
duction; her supervisor was Professor M. 
Beaudry. She has extensive field experi- 
ence in both classical and New World 
archaeology. Her field experience at clas- 
sical sites includes Tel Anafa, Israel; 
Carthage, Tunisia; and Castel Porziano, 
Italy. In New World archaeology she has 
worked at sites in Andover, Arlington, 
Attleboro, Cambridge, Franklin, and 
Thompson Island, Massachusetts; and at 
the Bureau of Historic Sites of the New 
York State Office of Parks, Recreation, 
and Historic Preservation in Albany. 

The Stack Memorial Lecture is present- 
ed at the ANS each April through the cour- 
tesy of the Stack family of New York. A 
reception will follow Dr. Pena’s presenta- 
won.

Huntington Medal To Ulla Westermark

As announced in the Fall Newsletter, the 
American Numismatic Society will award 
its 1997 Archer M. Huntington Medal 
Award, one of the highest numismatic dis- 
tinctions, to the Swedish scholar Ulla 
Westermark. Ceremonies are scheduled 
for March 15, at 3:00 P.M.; ANS members 
and the public are invited. 

One is tempted to say that Dr. Wester- 
mark is best known for her work on hel- 
lenistic coins, on coins of Greek Sicily and 
of the early Macedonian kings, but per- 
haps that is only from the perspective of 
the Greek numismatist. In fact a glance at 
the bibliography published by H. Nilsson 
in the volume of essays, Florilegium 
Numismaticum. Studia in Honorem U. 
Westermark Edita (Stockholm, 1992), 
which he edited at her retirement, shows 
that she is also well published in Roman, 
Medieval and Modern numismatics, and 
that in her typically quiet and modest way, 

she has rendered a tremendous amount of 
service to the discipline and to the Nation- 
al Museum in Stockholm, as an editor, a 
curator, and as a writer of general works 
and bibliographies. 

Ulla Westermark was born in Trollhat- 
tan, a small town in western Sweden and 
went to school in Orebro, between Stock- 
holm and Goteborg (she still has a much 
cherished summer house in that area 
where she can enjoy the peace of her gar- 
den and her own thoughts). She studied 
“Altertumswissenschaft” at the University 
of Stockholm while working at the same 
time to support herself since those were 
the years following World War II with no 
scholarships or student loans available. 
Her teachers were the archaeologist Gésta 
Saflund and the numismatist Willy 
Schwabacher who instilled in her a lasting 
passion for numismatics. In 1958 she 
received her doctoral degree with a disser- 
tation on Philetairos which was published 
in German in 1961, Das Bildnis des Phile- 
tairos von Pergamon. Corpus der 
Miinzprdgung. 

Ulla Westermark had worked part time at 
the Royal Coin Cabinet in Stockholm 
between 1955 and 1960, when she became 
a permanent member of the staff. She then 
stayed for over 30 years, serving as its 
Director between 1979 and 1983. She has 
been the Editor for the Sy/lloge Nummorum 
Graecorum for the International Numis- 
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matic Commission since 1986. The tabula 
gratulatoria in her Florilegium lists many 
friends and colleagues from all over the 
world. With Kenneth Jenkins she started 
working on Greek Sicily and their collab- 
oration resulted in The Coinage of Kama- 
rina (RNS Special Publication no.9, 
London, 1980). She is now preparing a 
definitive corpus of the coinage of Akra- 
gas in Sicily. She has published several 
Sylloge volumes, the latest of which is 
SNG Finland. The Erkki Keckman Collec- 
tion in the Skopbank, Helsinki (1994) with 
Richard Ashton. 

Westermark’s ties to the ANS go back to 
her friendship with Margaret Thompson. 
She has been a Corresponding Member 
since 1989. I was first introduced to Ulla 
by my teacher and our mutual friend, Her- 
bert Cahn, at the INC in New York and 
Washington in 1973, and since that time, 
she has followed my work and helped me 
in more ways than I can tell. I have many 
fond personal memories of times together 
at the Convegni in Naples, at several INCs 
and two memorable visits to Stockholm, 
where I enjoyed her hospitality and that of 
her family. Perhaps fittingly, following the 
award ceremony, Westermark will deliver 
the first Margaret Thompson Memorial 
Lecture, speaking on “The Early 
Didrachms of Akragas.”

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1996: The Year in Review 


1996 was a very good year! The ANS 
met its Annual Giving goals! We had 
many member supported activities, in 
addition to our regular lectures and events. 
There was the Forum on Arab-Byzantine 
Coins in November. The third annual Day 
of the Etruscans met in February. There 
was a major symposium in Chicago with 
an attendance of seventy. There was a 
Spring Cruise up the Hudson to the Rock- 
efeller Estate. Thirty-five people enjoyed 
this day so thoroughly, we have had 
requests for a repeat. We honored four 
fifty-year members. ANS coins were 
exhibited at the Olympic games. The 
Colonial Newsletter was donated to the 
ANS and the first issue under our auspices 
will appear in April 1997.
